Begging the Quettion 


THE REPORT from the Student Council commit- 
tee analysing the operations of the Elections 
Conunittee completely ignores the major reason for 
calling for such an investigation. 

The demand for a rei^ipraisal of Elections 
Committee procedure originated with a Student 
Life Committee motion wfaiob called for a sub- 
committee to be anx>inted *to analyse the opera- 
tions of the Elections Committee in order to 
recommend a method' by adiich election rules 
might be more fully and fairly implemented in the 
future." This motion was withdrawn when Council 
President Rick Harrison announced that an SC 
committee would soon conduct such an investigation. 

However, the Counoii committee, chaired by 
Vice President Orebow, did not choose to deal 
with Uie basic question of Elections Committee 
, ' procedure, confining its reoonunendations, instead, 
to minor changes in the rules themselves. 

Although some of the points raised in the Orebow 
committee’s report are certainly valid and worth- 
/ udille, there is still a pressing need for a reap- 
praisal of the entire system. 

A system whereby the committee responsible 
for formulating and implen\eiitlng the rules for 
Student Council elections can, and usually will, be 
coaqMMed entirely of partisans in that election, 
appointety largely for political reasons, should not 
be allowed to continue. 

President Harrison should act sv^tly to correct 
this abuse before next February when he, like his 
predecessors, will have the opportunity to use his 
office for purely political purposes. |
